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Shops queen hits 
out at council 


COUNCILLORS and bosses at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) have been 
slammed in a major UK report 
for their “poor consultation with 
local people” 

Retail expert Mary Portas, dubbed 
the Queen of Shops, in her inde¬ 
pendent review of Britain’s town 
centres and high streets, blasts the 
council for pushing parking charges 
plans, supporting out-of-town- 
development and for failing to listen 
to residents. 

Prime Minister David Cameron 
commissioned her to lead the review, 
which will be used by the Government as a 
blueprint to try to boost town centre trade 
across the country. 

She said: “Ely is a town centre under 
pressure from all sides. New edge-of-town 
and out-of-town development is threat¬ 
ening to take trade from the high street, 
and alongside this, car parking charges are 
being introduced in the town centre. 

“The council has shown no appetite for 
listening to traders. A petition of 12,300 
people objecting to the introduction of 
parking charges has been collected. 

“This raises a number of issues about 
consultation and the safeguards that need 
to be put in place to make it harder for an 
anti-high street position to be adopted.” 

She added: “The development of a new 
retail park out of town has not been 
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communicated transparently to local 
people and is only in the public domain 
due to being leaked by the developer. 

“This is a case study of poor consultation 
with local people and certainly with the 
local traders.” 

ECDC leader Peter Moakes has written 
to the Government claiming the case study 
is “misleading” - but Andrew Obey, a 
spokesman for the Ely Traders’ Association, 
said the report endorses what the group 
has been saying for months. 

In his letter, Cllr Moakes said: “I find it 
amazing that a significant independent 
report such as this has not further 
researched information which has been 
presented to them as fact. 

“Two years ago, we worked with the local 
community to put together a masterplan 
for Ely to ensure the city could grow 
successfully in the future. 

“As part of this we recognised the centre 
of the town was essential not just in terms 
of shops but as part of everyone’s lives.” 

But Mr Olley, who led the anti-parking 
charges campaign, said: “The city’s traders 
are pleased that their campaign has 
received such a ringing endorsement at the 
highest level. This is a damning indictment 
for ECDC and it is now under a national 
spotlight. 

“Councillors need to take the situation 
on the high street seriously or their actions 
could lead the district into further 
disrepute.”

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Family pay tribute to 
‘caring’ shopkeeper 


HEARTFELT tributes 
have been paid to a 
“kind, caring and 
witty” shopkeeper 
who died while 
driving to a doctor’s 
appointment. 

Naragen Singh, 67, felt 
sharp pains in his arm last 
Monday night and his wife, 
Rupinder, insisted he made 
an appointment with a 
doctor the following 
morning. 

Mr Singh, who was born 
and grew up in Ely and ran 
the Spar shop in New Barns 
Road with his wife for more 
than 30 years, was driving 
to the city’s St Mary’s 
Surgery just before 10am 
last Tuesday when he 
suffered a heart attack at 
the wheel. 

Mr Singh, renowned for 
his brightly coloured suits 
and turbans, lost control of 
his car in Lynn Road, close 
to the junction with Nut- 
holt Lane and Egremont 
Street, and collided with a 
house. 

The air ambulance was 
called and Mr Singh was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, Cambridge. He 
died later that day. 

Mr Singh leaves his wife 
of 40 years, their daughter,

Lisa Brackley, 36, a 5-year- 
old grandson, Kylo, and 
four sisters. 

Mrs Singh, 61, said: 
“Naragen was more than 
just my husband. He was 
my best friend. 

“He was such a nice man 
- a real family man, and we 
are all devastated. 

“Everybody knew Nara¬ 
gen. He was born and 
raised in Ely. The cust¬ 
omers loved him and he 
walked everywhere. 

“He loved nothing better 
than walking into town, 
going into all the different 
pubs, having some lunch 
and a beer and just talking 
to people. 

“Everybody knew him for 
his kind nature and his 
brightly coloured suits and 


turbans. He was such a 
character.” 

Mrs Brackley, Mr Singh’s 
daughter, said: “My grand¬ 
dad lived until he was 100 
and dad was adamant he 
would too. 

“His last words were that 
he was going to the doctor 
because he didn’t want to 
die young. It’s just so tragic 
that this happened while 
he was on the way there. 

“Dad was a kind, caring, 
witty and patient man who 
saw the positive side in 
everyone and everything. 

He is going to be missed so 
much.” 

Mr Singh was also a 
dedicated Ely City Football 
Club fan and supported 
many local charities and 
organisations. 

A statement from the 
football club said: “Nara¬ 
gen was a great supporter 
of the club and he will be 
sadly missed. 

“We send our deepest 
sympathy to his widow and 
his family.” 

A memorial service was 
held outside Mr Singh’s 
shop last Saturday. 

His funeral is being held 
tomorrow at St Mary’s 
Church, Ely, at 11.30am,

£ 28 k to 
help Fen 
project 

A NEW generation of 
researchers will be able to 
discover more about the 
draining of the Fens over 
300 years ago, thanks to a 
£28,000 grant. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s archives team has 
been handed the cash to 
create detailed lists of the 
unique documents left by 
the Bedford Level Corp¬ 
oration, which made the 
great fen drains during the 
17th century. 

All of the catalogued 
information will be placed 
online. 

The money came from 
the National Cataloguing 
Grants Programme. 

Archives manager Alan 
Akeroyd said: “We are 
thrilled to have won this 
grant. It confirms that the 
history of the fens is not 
just important to the 
people of Cambridgeshire, 
but nationally, too.” 

Before the Earl of 
Bedford and his Adven¬ 
turers began their work in 
the 1630s, employing Dutch 
engineer Cornelius 
Vermuyden, the fens were 
covered by water for much 
of the year. 

The scale of the 
undertaking was vast, and 
started the centuries-long 
process which brought the 
Fens to their current flood- 
protected state. 

As the work progressed, it 
created thousands of 
documents about the 
draining and about the 
people and places they 
affected. The project will 
be completed in 2013. 


Cash splash 
for new pool 

A FUNDRAISING cam¬ 
paign launched to refur¬ 
bish a school’s derelict 
swimming pool is more 
than £1,000 better off 
thanks to strong fire¬ 
fighters. 

In September, eight 
firemen from Soham’s fire 
station pulled their engine 
from The Weatheralls 
Primary School to St 
Andrew’s Primary School 
to raise money for the St 
Andrew’s Swimming Pool 
Association. 

The association is trying 
to raise £75,000 needed to 
refurbish the pool, which 
had to be closed down last 
year due to health and 
safety reasons.

development”. 

The plans have now 
been approved.

Another, Brent Doo- 
lan, added: “You were 
one of the most outgoing 
and kind natured people 
I knew, fosh. 

“You would always 
pull up and have a chat 
at uni and I will never 
forget your vibrant 
attitude to life.

£ 28 m bypass 
plan backed 


MULTI-million pound 
plans to build a southern 
bypass in Ely are one step 
closer to becoming reality. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s cabinet met on Tuesday 
and backed plans to construct 
the major new road. 

The meeting heard that 1,700 
responses were received during a 
public consultation for the new 
bypass, of which 81 per cent 
supported Route B, which has 
been backed. 

Projected to cost £28million, it 
will see a new link road being 
built to divert traffic off the A142 
at Angel Drove to just outside 
Stuntney via two roundabouts, a 
bridge over the railway line, the 
River Great Ouse and its 
floodplains. 

Detailed designs will now be 
drawn up - and the bypass could 
be built as early as autumn, 2015. 

It is hoped the project will 
relieve congestion around the 
level crossing next to the city’s 
station, where the barriers are 
currently down for an average of 
35 minutes in every hour. 
Increased freight traffic on the 
line from Felixstowe could push 
this up to 40 minutes. 

Cllr Ian Bates, the council’s

cabinet member for growth and 
planning, said: “To have 81 per 
cent of all respondents 
supporting Route B is 
overwhelming. 

“Our aim now is to progress the 
plans which will be put out for 
further consultation to ensure we 
develop a solution for Ely which 
will have a positive legacy for the 
county. 

“If we have an alternative to 
using the level crossing, the 
railway can develop into a freight 
and passenger line of national 
significance while allowing Ely to 
develop economically, free of the 
shackles of congestion.” 

Council bosses will now 
develop detailed plans for the 


bypass, which will include 
assessments of impact on the 
conservation area and cathedral 
setting, with further consultation 
scheduled to take place next 
spring. 

A formal planning application 
could then be submitted next 
autumn, which will be followed 
by a public enquiry. 

At the meeting, Cllr Nigel Bell, 
who represents Ely North and 
East, said it was “perverse” to 
build a new road when the 
existing highway network was 
crumbling and when an 
underpass would be £13 million 
cheaper. 

However, councillors were told 
the bypass would bring major 
development opportunities for 
southern Ely. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “I feel more 
confident than ever that we are 
close to achieving a solution. 

“This is not to diminish the 
task still ahead of us, but we have 
made great strides recently to 
finally develop an answer to the 
challenge of regenerating Ely, 
tackling congestion and making 
the railway once again key to our 
economic development.”

Alert over railway

LATE-night trains travelling 
from London through Ely and 
Littleport are rife with 
drunken anti-social behaviour 
and even drug activity, 
commuters say 

Families using late trains from 
London to King’s Lynn say Friday and 
Saturday nights are becoming “out of 
bounds”. 

First Capital Connect, the train 
company which operates the services, 
used to employ night guards on all 
late services, although that was 
stopped in 2006. 

Commuters insist that guards need 
to be re-introduced in a bid to 
increase passenger safety and deter 
criminal and anti-social behaviour. 

A police officer, who did not want 
to be named, has spoken out about 
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the issue. The last service on Fridays 
and Saturdays, which leaves King’s 
Cross at 11.15pm seems the most 
problematic. 

The officer said: “This late-night 
service is becoming out of bounds to 
families. 

“The carriages are full of groups of 
rowdy youngsters and people who 
have been out clubbing and drinking. 
It is chaos and extremely unpleasant. 

“I have witnessed far too much 
drunken anti-social behaviour, groups 
abusing and intimidating families and 
elderly people, and even people 
smoking cannabis on the train. It’s 
been an issue for a while now and it’s 
getting worse. 


“Currently, there is only the train 
driver on this service. There need to 
be guards or people on board to deal 
with anti-social behaviour and 
criminal activity there and then. I 
think that’s the only way this is going 
to stop.” 

Cambridge MP fulian Huppert has 
now called for the train operators to 
take action. 

He said: “First Capital Connect must 
do everything in its power to make 
sure that its services are accessible to 
everyone and that passengers can 
travel safely and without fear of being 
subjected to intimidation and 
disruptive behaviour.” 

British Transport Police (BTP) said 
they were aware that anti-social 
behaviour is more of a problem on 
trains on Friday and Saturday nights, 
but insist the King’s Cross to King’s 


louts 

Lynn line is “low-crime”. 

Sergeant Ben Roberts, officer in 
charge of the dedicated First Capital 
Connect BTP team, said: “Reducing 
anti-social behaviour remains a key 
priority for my team, with around 10 
to 15 incidents reported to BTP each 
month, a third of which take place 
after 10pm on a Friday or Saturday 
night. 

“Passengers and rail staff rightly 
expect a safe and secure rail network 
and we will continue our work with 
First Capital Connect to minimise 
anti-social behaviour, which we know 
makes people feel nervous sometimes 
unwilling to travel at night.” 

Anyone who does witness any crime 
or anti-social behaviour on the rail 
network is asked to contact BTP on 
0800 405040. In an emergency, always 
call 999. 


Planning applications 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 

A PRIMARY school in Ely could be 
extended and have new features. 

The Ely Diocesan Board of Education has 
applied to East Cambridgeshire District 
Council for planning permission to build 
extensions at St Mary’s Junior School, in 
High Barns. 

The board also wants to make alterations 
to the school, including external works. 

■ A garage could be demolished to make 
way for a new property. A planning 
application has been received for a three- 
bedroom detached dwelling to be built at 
29, Lode Way, Haddenham. 

The applicants, Mr and Mrs Ingram, want 
to demolish an existing garage and build 
the property in its place. 

■ A three-bedroom house could be built 
in Soham. Mr and Mrs M Bradley, of 
Mereside, have applied to build the 
detached property, as well as access 
parking. 

■ A shed could be built at Wicken Fen 
Nature Reserve to showcase traditional 
Fenland heritage exhibits. 

The National Trust, which owns the 
reserve, has applied to build an L-shaped 
structure on land at the rear of the visitors’ 
centre. 

In it, the trust wants to house traditional 
gun punts and “other traditional 
paraphernalia”. 

A decision could be made within the next 
eight weeks. 

■ A village hall could be extended and be 
given a new roof.

Store owner in battle 
with armed robbers

TWO balaclava-clad men wielding 
a sword and a crowbar have tried to 
raid another Cambridgeshire post 
office - but were fought off by its 
brave owner. 

Gurdip Singh Jatana, who runs the post 
office and village store in Mepal, was sorting 
paper work in a shed outside his shop when 
he was confronted by the hooded duo. 

The terrifying incident happened at the 
store, in High Street, at around 6am last 
Thursday 

Mr Jatana, 51, who lives next door to the 
shop with his wife and son, managed to 
fight the thugs off him, escaping with just 
minor injuries. 

By fighting them off him, he also caused 
them to flee the scene and the culprits got 
away empty handed. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, Mr Jatana, 
who has run the store since September last 
year, said: “Obviously it was extremely 
shocking and upsetting but I am not going 
to live in fear of these people. 

“I was doing some paperwork in the shed 
when there was a knock at the door. 

“I opened the door and there were two 
men standing there with balaclavas on and 
weapons in their hands. 

“They told me to show them where the 
safe was but I told them that the safe was 
not open and that it was alarmed. They then

demanded me to open the post office up 
but I said I didn’t have the keys.” 

The thugs then hit Mr Jatana with the 
weapons, catching him in the right eye and 
on the left arm. 

He said: “We started to wrestle. They were 
hitting me and grabbing me but I just fought 
them off me. 

“They then ran away and got into a car, 
which is when I ran into the house and 
called the police.” 

Police are now on the hunt for the men, 
who fled the scene in a silver-coloured 
Vauxhall car, registration AD08 ZPL. 

The incident happened just days after 
three balaclava-clad men wielding an axe 
and crowbar raided a post office in Bar Hill 
Library - attacking a librarian and a postal 
worker. 

The robbery happened in Gladeside at 
5.15pm on December 5, in which a large 
amount of cash was stolen. 

A police spokeswoman said it was too 
early for both incidents to be connected.

Dealer hid drugs in chocolate eggs 


A DRUG dealer who stashed 
heroine and crack cocaine wraps 
inside sweets has been jailed. 

Michael Esaw, 24, was stopped 
in Cambridge by a police officer 
who knew him well, Cambridge 
Crown Court was told. 

Antony Hook, prosecuting, told 
the court that police stopped and 
searched Esaw on May 19. He had 
on him two Kinder chocolate eggs, 
one containing 15 wraps of white 
powder, later found to be crack 
cocaine and six foil wraps of 
heroin. Cash totalling £175 was 
also seized. 

A later search of Esaw’s home 


found a further five tablets of 
Buprenorphine (Subutex). The 
total value of the drugs was £300. 

Mike Magee, mitigating, told the 
court Esaw, who lived with his 
girlfriend in Wisbech Road, 
Littleport, suffers from severe 
ADHD and drug dealing was a 
result of “lack of thinking through 
consequences.” 

He added: “His father died when 
he was 18, his mother suffered 
from severe depression and he 
had been a ‘dosser’ from 20 years 
old.” 

Esaw admitted to possessing 
1.79 grams of cocaine, 0.905 grams 


of heroine and 5 tablets of subutex 
with intent to supply. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth said: 
“It is clear you were selling drugs 
to people you knew and doing so 
for a small financial gain. A prison 
sentence is therefore inevitable.” 

Esaw committed the offence 
during the period of a suspended 
sentence given to him in August 
last year for affray 

Esaw was jailed for two years for 
the offence plus an additional two 
months for breaching his 
suspended sentence, However, he 
was told he would only have to 
serve half of this. 


Firms fined after horror fall 


TWO firms have been 
fined almost £70,000 after 
a 24-year-old suffered 
horrific injuries 
including a fractured 
spine and skull - in a fall. 

Anson Packaging Ltd, 
based in Sutton, and 
Cambs Compressor 
Engineering Ltd, in 
Chatteris, have been 
fined a total of £68,030 
with £37,743.72 costs 
following the incident. 

Anthony Strong, a pipe 
fitter employed by 
subcontractor Cambs 
Compressor Engineering 
Ltd at the time, was 
tasked to install pipe 
work required for the 
installation of a moulding 
machine at Anson Pack¬ 
aging’s premises at Elean 
Business Park, Sutton, on 


October 29,2008. 

Part of the pipe work 
installation was taking 
place in the roof void 
above a suspended 
ceiling, a distance of 6.5 
metres to the factory 
floor, and required that 
Mr Strong and a co¬ 
worker use a crawl board 
to travel from the 
protected walkways in 
the roof to the place 
where the pipe work was 
to be installed. 

Both men had har¬ 
nesses but they were 
unable to use them 
effectively due to a lack of 
suitable attachment 
points in the roof void. At 
times both men had to 
detach themselves 
completely to move 
across the void to the 


work position. 

Mr Strong was using 
the crawl board between 
beams in the roof void to 
traverse to his working 
position when he fell to 
the floor, suffering frac¬ 
tures to his spine, skull 
and ribs. 

An investigation by the 
Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) found 
that, despite the fact that 
some measures were 
taken to assess risk and 
some work at height 
equipment was provided 
prior to the work being 
carried out, both Anson 
Packaging and its 
subcontractor, Cambs 
Compressor Engineering, 
had failed to ensure that 
Mr Strong and his co¬ 
worker were competent 


to undertake work at 
height and given 
appropriate equipment 
and a safe system of 
work. 

The firms appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court 
on Monday. Anson Pack¬ 
aging has admitted 
breaching Section 3(1) of 
the Health and Safety at 
Work Act J974. 

Cambs Compressor 
Engineering admitted 
breaching Section 2(1) of 
the Health & Safety at 
Work etc. Act 1974 and 
Regulation 5 of the Work 
at Height Regulations 
2005. Anson Packaging 
was fined £50,015, with 
£29,291 costs, while 
Cambs Compressor Engi¬ 
neering was fined £18,015 
with £8,452 costs.

Cars choking 
side streets 

Sir, I reply in part to the first paragraph 
of Trevor Wilton’s letter of the 
December 8. What planet are you 
living on, Mr Wilton? Is it the same 
one as most of our councillors appear 
to be on when you say “Ely does not 
have a parking problem?” I am quite 
sure that the car parks are not full to 
capacity when you visit. Most of the 
people who work in Ely seem to park 
in the side streets where they don’t 
have to go out and move their vehicles 
after a few hours. 

I have already written to ECDC about 
this problem, but to no avail or reply. 
Why don’t you and the councillors take 
a ride around town, covering in 
particular Lynn Road, Deacons Lane, 
New Barns Road to Prickwillow Road, 
Victoria Street, Annesdale, Dovehouse 
Close - a regular area for people to 
park and go off for the weekend on the 
train - and West Fen Road. 

In West Fen Road, there are regularly 
between 20 and 30 cars from the top of 
the junction with Downham Road 
down to the bend just before Uphereds 
Lane. All these roads are reduced to 
single carriageway roads. It would 
appear that die only people who can 
park in a car park and no doubt will 
continue to do so, are those who work 
in The Grange. It would be too much 
to expect that car park to be covered by 
the new regulations.

Festive 
warning 
to drivers 

MOTORISTS who drink 
or take drugs over the 
Christmas period have 
been warned they will be 
caught. 

Cambridgeshire Police 
launched its countywide 
drink and drug driving 
campaign last Thursday 

The initiative, which 
runs until lanuary 1, will 
see stop checks across 
the county to breath test 
drivers and carry out 
field impairment tests to 
check whether drivers 
are under the influence. 

Casualty reduction 
officer PC Tony Barrios 
said: “Over the next few 
weeks, drivers should 
expect a highly visible 
police presence. 

“Our message is clear - 
if you drive under the 
influence of drink and 
drugs, expect to be 
caught and brought to 
justice.” 

Last year saw the 
number of people 
caught driving under the 
influence of drink and 
drugs reduced, with 121 
people arrested com¬ 
pared to 123 arrests the 
previous year. 

PC Barrios said: “It was 
good to see last year’s 
reduction but it is always 
disappointing to catch 
people driving under the 
influence. 

“Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary is 

committed to reducing 
the number of drink 
drivers and we will do all 
we can to ensure that 
those over the limit or 
under the influence of 
drugs are dealt with.” 


Appeal on 
road safety 

DRIVERS are being urged 
to treat the district’s roads 
with caution this winter. 

Between December 
and February last year, 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service was called 
to 124 collisions and 47 
people had to be cut from 
their cars. 

Martin Ockenden, the 
service’s station manager, 
said: “Driving in snow and 
ice puts stress on drivers 
and their cars. 

“Before you make any 
journey this winter you 
should make sure your 
car is in a suitable 
condition and you are 
well equipped for the 
weather conditions.” 

He added that drivers 
should plan journeys, 
check weather forecasts 
and travel information. 

“Drivers should bear in 
mind that it can take ten 
times longer to stop in icy 
conditions than on a dry 
road. Keep your distance 
and never assume there is 
no ice on the road just 
because you can’t see it,” 
he added.

“In my case, the 5pm last collection had 
already gone at 4.40pm. 

“Why has Royal Mail not fitted 
temporary signs to the boxes to inform 
their customers, or are we not important to 
them?” 

Another frustrated resident, Sheila 
larvis, from Soham, said: “Our local postal 
services are the worst they have ever been.

A MAN who is deaf 
and can barely see is 
having his artwork 
displayed in London.

Four face 
court over

Oudnie, of High Street, 
Littleport, also pleaded guilty 
to a charge of affray and 
possession of a class B drug. 

Chitty and Bristow-Clarke 
also both pleaded guilty to a 
charge of affray against 
Marcus Matelot. 

All four were sentenced at 
Cambridge Crown Court.

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Controversial plan for new 
house dismissed by council 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to demolish an 
outbuilding and build a home in its place have 
been rejected. 

Mr and Mrs R Poulter, of Main Street, Little 
Thetford, applied for planning permission to 
demolish an outbuilding in their back garden and 
build a two-bedroom house and garage at the rear 
of their home in Watson’s Lane. 

The application was submitted in August but was 
unanimously thrown out by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s planning committee last week. 
The committee heard how a similar application for 
the site was submitted to the authority last year. 
Members also heard how the council had 
received letters from residents raising concerns 
about overdevelopment of the site, that it would 
be too close to adjacent listed buildings, that it 
would be overbearing on neighbouring properties 
and that the access provision was insufficient. 
Little Thetford Parish Council had also 
recommended that the plans were refused due to 
the site being “overbearing” and “overdeveloped”. 
Cllr Bill Hunt, who represents the village on the 
district council, said: “These proposals are totally 
inappropriate.”

DRIVERS are being urged not to leave any 
Christmas presents in their vehicles for thieves to 
steal over the festive period.

The committee heard how a 
couple living nearby the 
premises, Mr and Mrs Ogier, had 
raised concerns about potential 
late-night disturbance from the 
restaurant. 

As a result, it was made a 
condition of the approval that the 
restaurant’s opening hours will be 
restricted to 11am-11pm every 
day. 

Deliveries will be restricted to 
7am-10pm Monday to Friday and 
8am-10pm at the weekends. 

In a report planning officer 
Lucie Turnell said: “The change 
of use would not have an adverse 
impact upon the conservation 
area but would bring an empty 
unit back into active use, which 
would only have a positive 
impact on the street scene.” 


The large premises have stood 
empty ever since Curry’s closed 
last year. 

Building work has been going 
on at the site in recent months 
and there were rumours that fast 
food giant Subway was going to 
take over the store. 

Bosses at Tasty PLC had also 
hoped to install equipment and 
ducting for the extraction, 
heating and cooling of the 
restaurant on top of the roof of 
the premises. 

However, the proposal was 
refused by the committee as 
members said it would have a 
negative impact on nearby 
residents and the conservation 
area. 

Officers said they would prefer 
to see a brick-style chimney built 
instead of the steel equipment 
proposed. 

A spokeswoman for the 
company said: “We haven’t 
decided whether the restaurant 
will be Asian or Mediterranean 
yet but that decision is expected 
shortly. 

“We’re delighted to have been 
given planning permission and 
we look forward to welcoming 
diners in Ely.”

A NEW scheme is being 
spearheaded by police in a bid 
to stamp out shoplifting in 
Littleport. 

The trial project, called Shop Watch, is 
being launched this week. 

The scheme is being led by 
Cambridgeshire Constabulary but will 
be managed and co-ordinated by the 
shopkeepers themselves, who are being 
left thousands of pounds out of pocket 
by shoplifters. 

Under the scheme, which is similar to 
Pub Watch, if a person is caught 
shoplifting in one shop in the village 
and proven guilty they will auto¬ 
matically be banned from every shop. 

PCSO Maria Green, whose patch is 
Littleport, has helped to set up Shop 
Watch, and said: “Shoplifting is a big 
issue in Littleport. 

“We have prolific offenders who get 
caught stealing from one shop, get 
banned, but then they simply move on 
to the next shop and steal from there. 

“We will not tolerate this in Littleport 
and we are confident this scheme will 
make a difference. 

“If someone is caught shoplifting now 
and proven guilty they will auto¬ 
matically be banned from every shop. 

“Even if a shopkeeper suspects 
someone of shoplifting they can let all 
the other shops know their name and 
their face so that they can be aware too. 

“It’s all about encouraging the shops 
to communicate with each other and 
they are going to be very much at the 
heart of this project.” 

If the pilot scheme is a success, it 
could be rolled out in shoplifting 
hotspots. 

PCSO Green said: “As a force, we are 
very keen on crime prevention work and 
we believe this scheme will not only deal 
with those who are already shoplifting 
but also those who may be tempted to 
steal.”

Homes ‘unaffordable’ 


POTENTIAL homeowners in 
East Cambridgeshire have been 
warned by the National 
Housing Federation that for 
many buying a house in the 
county is no longer affordable. 

The stark message came as the 
body published a report entitled 
Home Truths, in which the average 
house price in Cambridgeshire was 
found to be £239,143 - an eye¬ 
watering 10.1 times the average local 
income of £24,705.

She said: “The East of England has

“Ministers should make a renewed 
commitment to building the 
affordable homes we need and 
identify housing as a key driver for 
economic activity.” 


Andrew Tucker, letting manager for 
Bidwells property firm said: 
“Lenders’ requirements for first-time 
buyers to contribute substantial 
deposits towards their a new home 
have led to a significant number of 
people opting to rent in Cambridge, 
rather than live outside the city, 
where prices are much more 
affordable. 

“There is no longer a stigma 
attached to renting rather than 
owning property and many young 
professionals prefer the freedom of 
being able to move quickly without 
the costs and delays associated with 
home ownership, namely stamp 
duty, legal and survey fees, 
continued maintenance etc. 


“For many investors, property 
forms an important part of their 
pension plan.” 

Robert Russell, director at Russells 
Lettings, which covers Ely and 
Littleport, said the high rental prices 
were a sign that Cambridge in 
particular has maintained a strong 
economy through difficult times. 

He said: “Cambridge does not 
seem to have been hit by the 
economic difficulties as much as 
other places and this is shown by 
demand for houses continuing. 

“The trend of increasing costs will 
continue but this will have to come 
to an end at some point or they - like 
house prices - will be unattainable 
for some people.”

V FAVOURITE Su 
Pollard will be taking to 
the stage next week for 
Cambridge Corn Exchange’s 
Christmas show Annie. 

Visiting the venue ahead of 
opening night, dressed in a sparkly 
sequined top, knee-length socks and 
her trademark glasses, the stage and 
screen star - best known for playing 
the loveably ditsy Peggy in 80s 
sitcom Hi-de-Hi! - explained how 
Annie, as well as being a great 
family show, is just as relevant today 
as it ever was. 

“It’s a story of hope. It tells you 
that if things aren’t going well today 
then don't worry, because there’s 
always tomorrow. Also, when you 
think about it, it was written around 
the time of the Wall Street crash, and 
of course now it’s all happened 
again. 

“And of course all the songs are 
fabulous, and there’s lots for the 
audience to see - including a 30ft 


Christmas tree. They've used some 
of the original sets and costumes 
from Broadway too.” 

This year’s Cambridge 
performances will be Pollard’s sixth 
and final outing in the role of Miss 
Hannigan, the curmudgeonly, 
alcoholic owner of the orphanage. 

“It’s a lovely part and she has a 
fantastic song called Little Girls, 
where she’s absolutely fed up, 
because little girls are all she ever 
sees and she just wants to wring 
their necks because they’re giving 
her a terrible time. But I always say 
she’s just misunderstood. She hasn’t 
found love, and nothing’s panned out 
how she wanted. So no wonder she’s 
turned to drink.” 

Born and educated in 
Nottingham, Pollard won hearts 
across the country as Peggy 
Ollerenshaw, the ambitious but 
hapless chalet maid, in Jimmy Perry 
and David Croft’s much-loved 
sitcom about a fictional holiday 
camp in Essex. Like many who 


watched it, Pollard harbours fond 
memories of the show. 

“We had tremendous fun. It’s 
lovely when people come up to you 
and say ‘Oooh, Hi-de-Hi!, that was 
marvellous! It takes me back! ’. It 
was a fantastic 10 years; we all grew 
up together. I went for a drink with 
Shaney (Paul Shane) not long ago 
for a catch-up. And it was 
devastating of course when poor 
David Croft died. He taught me such 
a lot about comedy.” 

Despite the traditional warnings 
against working with animals and 
children, Pollard is working with 
both in Annie-, including a dog called 
Danny, who has been part of the 
show longer than most of his human 
co-stars. 

“Ooh, Danny the dog,” she 
exclaims. “He’s fantastic. He’s so 
flippin’ laid back! He’s been playing 
this part as Sandy for 10 years. We’re 
hoping to get him in the Guinness 
Book of Records as the longest- 
serving animal thespian in the UK.”

SHERLOCK HOLMES: A GAME

THE sleuthing is elementary in 
Guy Ritchie’s action-packed 
sequel to his 2009 reinvention of 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s fictional 
detective. 

Holmes (Robert Downey Jr) 
has cut a swathe through the 
criminal fraternity of late 19th 
century London aided by trusty 
sidekick Dr John Watson (Jude 
Law), who is bidding farewell to 
crime-solving to marry Mary 
Morstan (Kelly Reilly). 

Newspapers are filled with 
headlines about bombings in 
Strasbourg and Vienna, the 
apparent overdose of a Chinese 
opium dealer and the death of an 
American steel magnate. 

Holmes deduces these events 
are linked to Professor James 
Moriarty (Jared Harris) and the 
sleuth persuades Watson to join 
him on one final adventure. 

En route, the double-act 
encounters gypsy fortune teller 
Sim (Noomi Rapace) and 
Holmes’s brother Mycroft 


(Stephen Fry), who is well- 
connected in the British 
government. 

A bruising battle of wits with 
Moriarty becomes personal when 
the diabolical professor promises 
to make Watson and his new wife 
suffer for Holmes’s meddling. 

For all its intellectual rigour, the 
film often feels like a series of 
ambitious action set-pieces which 
have been bolted together by 
screenwriters Michele Mulroney 
and Kieran Mulroney. 

Explosions and stunts are 
orchestrated at breakneck speed 
by Ritchie, whose use of slow- 
motion bloats the film’s running 
time. Downey Jr and Law ease 
back into familiar roles as the 


quixotic genius and his strait-laced 
foil, Rapace is suitably feisty in her 
first English-speaking role and 
Harris chews on every syllable 
with menacing intent. 

Eddie Marsan and Geraldine 
James reprise their roles as 
Inspector Lestrade and long- 
suffering landlady Mrs Hudson 
respectively, but neither gets 
enough screen time to make an 
impact. 

But there are some sparkling 
comic interludes, such as when 
Sim arranges a horse for Holmes 
to chase after Moriarty and the 
sleuth explains that he is averse to 
four-legged travel because 
“they're dangerous at both ends 
and crafty in the middle.”

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Give hibernation 
a helping hand 


I F you see a hedgehog foraging 
in your garden at this time of 
year, chances are it’s been 
fooled by the weather. 

In fact, the hibernating period of many 
creatures, including frogs, toads and 
newts, bumblebees and ladybirds, is likely 
to be delayed thanks to the unseasonably 
warm temperatures - but does it matter? 

“Just because hibernation has been 
delayed doesn’t mean it’s all bad,” says 
Helen Bostock, 
left, senior 
horticultural 
adviser at the 
Royal Horticultural 
| Society (RHS). 

“The warmer 
I weather has meant 
that all food 
' sources for 
hibernating creatures, including berries, 
insects, slugs and snails, have also been 
available later on in the year and have 
given hibernating animals such as 
hedgehogs a few more weeks to build up 
their energy reserves for their big sleep 
period.” 

Problems generally occur if hibernation 
has already started in a cold snap and then 
the weather becomes warmer again. That 
causes the creatures to come out of a deep 
sleep and start looking for food, using up 
precious energy set aside for their sleep

period. 

The lack of a real cold snap has also 
given gardeners the chance to prepare to 
help hibernating wildlife once the cooler 
weather kicks in, to ensure the survival of 
vulnerable creatures over the winter. 

The RHS has now joined forces with 
The Wildlife Trusts to launch the Big 
Wildlife Garden competition, looking for 
the best wildlife gardens in the UK. It will 
take into account measures taken to help 
wildlife through the winter. 

So, how can we help our more 
vulnerable creatures through the winter? 

Kate Bradbury, wildlife expert at 
Gardeners ’ World magazine, which offers 
a guide to help wildlife during winter in its 
December issue, says: “Hedgehogs 
hibernate in leaf or log piles, thickets of 
grass, compost heaps and hedgehog boxes. 
They are at risk from lack of food and 
freezing temperatures. 


“If you see a hedgehog, leave out water 
and cat or dog food every day until it no 
longer takes the food.” 

If you disturb a hibernating hedgehog, 
careftilly put back its nesting material and 
leave it a dish of food. If you see a 
hedgehog during the day, call the British 
Hedgehog Preservation Society, she 
advises. 

Frogs occasionally hibernate in mud at 
the bottom of a pond, but more usually, 
along with toads and newts, hide 
themselves away under piles of damp 
leaves and rotting logs or in ditches, but 
may rouse on warm days and look for food. 

“If you uncover a frog while gardening, 
cover it back up, preferably with a thick 
layer of dry leaves,” Bradbury advises. 

Some frogs - particularly males - spend 
winter at the bottom of ponds, breathing 
through their skin. In severe winters, thick 
ice on ponds can trap noxious gases in the 
water, poisoning the frogs below. So if 
your pond freezes over, melt a hole in the 
ice using a pan of boiled water to allow the 
gases to escape. 

Toads and newts spend winter under 
stones or logs or buried in mud. If you dig 
one up, don’t try to re-bury it or return it 
to a pond. Instead, place it gently on a 
compost heap to find shelter of its own 
accord. 

Some buff-tailed bumblebees in the 
south of the UK don’t hibernate, but 
establish new colonies in the cooler 



months, so you may see workers foraging 
in your garden in winter among the 
mahonia and honeysuckle. All other 
bumblebees hibernate. 

If you uncover a queen, cover her up 
again or move to a very similar spot and 
leave a sugar solution made of equal parts 
sugar and water nearby to give her 
strength to find another hibernating spot. 

Most ladybirds spend winter in leaf 
litter or dense vegetation, but in an 
unheated room they will go into full 
hibernation. 

“If you come across ladybirds outdoors, 
or bring any in on Christmas greenery, 
place them under dry leaf litter. In wet 
weather, pop them in a shed or 
greenhouse,” Bradbury advises. 


If you spot a hedgehog or other 
hibernating creature before the onset of 
the colder weather, just leave it alone, says 
Bostock. They have their own triggers for 
hibernating. 

What we should worry about more is if 
a cold spell doesn’t come at all. 

“If we don't have a cold spell, it will 
have an impact which is hard to assess,” 
she says. “Hibemators are physiologically 
adapted to having a resting period. Their 
condition could be poorer if they don’t 
have a winter sleep. But if they have a 
shorter period of hibernation - at least 
four weeks - they should be fine.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

□ Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 
Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

□ Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

□ Leave key as arranged with new owners.

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A history of used car values: The average price of a used car in the UK is now £6,201. 


USED car values rose by 
4 per cent last month, 
according to the latest 
data from British Car 
Auctions. 

The monthly BCA Pulse 
report shows that, in 
November, average values 
reached the second highest 
point since the market 
recovered in 2009. 

Most of the increase was felt 
in the part-exchange sector 
where values improved by 
over 4 per cent to establish a 
new record monthly average 
figure of £2,877. Values also 
rose in the fleet and lease 
sector, but by a more modest 
1.4 per cent. 

Year-on-year, November 
2011 is a substantial £409 (7 
per cent) ahead of the same 
month in 2010, and £298 (5 
per cent) ahead of the figure 
recorded two years ago. 

BCA’s communications 
director Tony Gannon 
commented: “November 

provided a good balance 
between supply and demand 


leading to improved used car 
values in the bigger volume 
sectors of dealer part- 
exchange and fleet/lease. 
While there was a fall in the 
average value of nearly-new 
cars this was entirely the 
result of model mix, as supply 
remains short in the 
wholesale arena. 

“Otherwise, the overall 
picture remains very similar to 
the previous month, with 
healthy demand for cars in the 
best condition, but little 
appetite for cars requiring 


refurbishment or repair - 
unless they are realistically 
valued to sell.” 

Fleet values improved in 
November (after falling in 
October) and reached £7,388 - 
a rise of £101 equivalent to 1.4 
per cent.

Model mix is largely 
responsible for the changes in 
this sector as volumes are so 
low Performance against CAP 
Clean fell by one point to 101.2 
per cent.
